If a man wanted to run 
a factory, or some other enterprise, 
he was not afraid the fellow wanted 
to make some money, but told him 
to “sail in and I’ll help you all I can. 
A business that does not make 
money is no good. We want every 
legitimtate business in town to make

CHECK YOUR DRIVING 
AGAINST THIS CODE 


In connection with the current 
safety campaign a new “safe driv- 
ing code” of 10 points has been work- 
ed out by the Alberta Safety League. 
Motorists would do well to study 
the code, which has been prepnined 
by motoring experts in the form of 
questions, as follows: 

1. Do you keep your mind on your 
driving, watch the movements ot 
other cars, and try to anticipate 
what they will do? 

2. Do you keep in line of traffic, 
especially whien nearing the top of 
a hill or a sharp turn? 

8. Do you comply with traffic re- 
gulations, signals and signs, and 
slow down at crossings and danger- 
ous intersections? 

4, Do you know the feeling of 
having your car always under con- 
trol, by having it, brakes especially, 
inspected regularly? 

65. Do you watch for pedestrians, 
particularly children? 

6. Do you signal to the car  be- 
hind when you intend to change your 
course ? 

7, Do you maintain a speed satis- | 
factory to motorists ‘both ahead and 
behind you?

Crop’ Testing Plan meetings, re- 
cently held at ¥4 different points | 
over the prairies, reveal that farm- 
ers are eagerly seeking advice about 
the variety of wheat to use, 

“Should we grow Thatcher, Re- 
nown, Apex or Regent,’ they ask, 
“and are these rust resistant so.ts | 
suitable for Alberta?” 

The advice given (by the plant 
breeders was: “Use only a rust-resis- 
tant variety in the rust areas of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Any 
one of these varieties, either Thatch- 
er, Renown, Apex or Regent will be 
found satisfactory. Naturally one 
of these varieties will eventually be 
found more suitable than the others 
in certain districts, but it will take 
several years of further testing by 
farmers themselves before this can 
accuratly be determined.” 

In Alberta and parts of Saskatch- 
ewan, ordinarily out of the ‘Tust 
area, a farmer would have to use 
his own discretion, the authorities 
thought, but the farmer would be 
wise to consult with his provincial 
department of agriculture or with 
his university. 

One other piece of advice was 
iziven, If a farmer decides to use a 
rust resistant variety he should cer- 
tainly purchase some new seed each 
year for the reason that each year 
these new varieties are being im- 
proved by plant breeders and seed 
growers.

It is futile and indefensible because, often enough, if those who use 
it were to go to the polls and express their choice, they would be sufficient 
to turn the tide in the direction of their own desires.

A Serious Disservice 

Those who refrain from voting on this ground are doing themselves, 
their community and the elected representatives and defeated candidates a 
disservice 

Their breach of duty towards themselves lies in the fact that they are 
depriving themselves of a function which they ought to perform in justice 
to themselves. They are taking away from themselves all right to complain 
if the elected representatives do not conduct themselves in the manner in 
which the negligent voters would have them comport themselves, if they 
do not fulfil the promises which they have made, or if they do not carry 
out the policies and principles which these inactive voters would like to 
have them adopt. 

They are rendering a disservice to all the other electors in the electoral 


district in which they are qualified to exercise the franchise, because they | 


neither lend support to the majority nor give full weight to a minority voice. 
To the extent to which they refrain from casting their ballots they are 
stultifying the viewpoint of the entire community. 

As for the elected representative and the defeated candidates, they 
have a right to complain of unfair treatment if the voters do not turn out 
and register their views at the polls 100 per cent. How can an elected 
representative carry out the wishes of the majority of his constituents, if 
he is elected by a minority of them? And that is what happens sometimes 
in a closely contested election when a number of the voters remain home 
“on election day. He does not know their views, or at the best, can only 
guess them. 

And the defeated candidate also has good ground for a complaint. He 
might have been elected had it not been for the negligence of some of the 
citizens,

A Serious Defection 

The need for the reminder is evident when it is pointed out that in the 
federal general elections of 1935 only 242,736 votes were polled in Saskat- 
chewan, or only 54 per cent. of those entitled to exercise the franchise on 
that occasion. This means that nearly one half of the eligible voters in 
that province played no part in sending representatives to the House of 
Commons in that election, 

A better showing was made by the Saskatchewan electorate in the 
provincial elections of 1938 when slightly less than 80 per cent. of the 
eligible vote was polled. Even that, however, is not a good showing when 
a little over one-fifth of the voters failed to record their views on provincial 
administration, 

Doubtless, if the figures were at hand, comparable results could be 
shown in the other prairie provinces, 

The question arises what is to be done to arouse citizens of the country 
to the importance and necessity of taking a greater interest in the manage- 
ment of their own affairs, Compulsory voting, with penalties for failure 
to exercise the franchise, has been tried and is in effect in some countries, 
but it is not regarded as an unqualified success. 

In any event, it should not be necessary to compel people to look after 
their own affairs and their own interests and especially in such important 
matters as government, 

The basic principle of democracy is self-government by an enlightened 
and interested citizenry. This fundamental is badly shaken and the form 
of government for which our ancestors fought over a thousand year period 
is seriously impcerilled if a substantial section of the citizen body fails to 
avail itself of its privileges.

“Flying Bishop” Enthusiastic About 
Only One In Arctic 

Rt. Rev. A. L, Fleming, bishop of 
the Arctic, back from Aklavik, de- 
scribed at Toronto the work of the 
modern hospital and surgery being 
carried on by the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada at Aklavik, well with- 
in the Arctic Circle. 

The “Flying Bishop” as he is call- 
ed by natives was particularly en- 
thusiastic about the recently-installed 
dental surgery—donly one in the Arc- 
tic, and the most northerly cathedral 
in the world.

British Ships Equipped With Device 
To Detect Submarines 

Behind the guarded statement on 
our new anti-submarine devices, 
made by Lord Stanhope, first lord of 
the admiralty, in the House of Lords, 
lies a great story of the develop- 
ments carried out by British scien- 
tists. 

“Our naval authorities feel,’’ Lord 
Stanhope declared, ‘‘that in ordinary 
conditions we can hunt the sub- 
marine with our particular apparatus 
—which I am not specifying further 
—and make a certainty of finding it. 

“I think this is the view of other| 
nations. I do not think they have) 
got this apparatus or anything like} 
at," 

These facts are well known abroad. 
No other nation has developed anti- 
submarine devices to anything like 
the same pitch. In any future war, 
submarines opposing British war-| 
ships will be veritable death-traps. 

It is no longer necessary for a 
submarine hunter to see a periscope. ! 
A submarine can now be detected 
even if lying motionless on the sea 
bed. | 

These new and secret devices are} 
being rapidly installed in every naval| 
vessel intended for anti-submarine. 

In addition to the huge number of 
fast armed launches fitted with this 
equipment, the 163 trawlers now to} 
be purchased or built, under the sup- 
plementary estimate announced in 
the House of Commons, will also 
have these devices. 

When the present naval program | 
is complete, the British Navy will) 
have nearly 1,000 ships—apart from| 
cruisers and battleships—fitted for} 
anti-submarine patrols! 

In addition, there will be hundreds | 
of fast planes, based on aircraft car-! 
riers which will carry the necessary 
depth charges for destroying sub-| 
marines observed lurking on the sea) 
bed. | 

Many of the latest devices have | 
been perfected in the last six months, 
and it is estimated that, in this 
period, a submarine’s chances of 
evading detection and destruction 
have been reduced by 30 per cent.

Considered A Crime 


England Had Laws Against Over- 
Eating Not Many Years Ago 

The recent Nazi view that over- 
eating is a form of high treason re- 
calls the fact that in England not so 
many years ago overeating, if not 
high treason, was legally a crime. 
Until July, 1856, it was technically 
unlawful for a man to have more 
than two courses at dinner and sup- 
per, although upon specially festive 
occasions he might be permitted 
three. This statute of Edward III.’s 
sumptuary laws was not repealed un- 
til 1856. 

In England severe sumptuary laws 
were enacted in the reigns of Ed- 
ward III, Edward IV. and Henry 
VIII. For long a man dared not eat 
what he fancied, The poorer classes 
for instance, were forbidden to eat 
certain foods and wheaten bread. 
That was reserved for “their betters” 
—the poor being permitted to eat 
only coarse bread made from pease- 
meal and other unattractive sub- 
stances.—Manchester Guardian.

Pearls From Herri 


Scales Shipped To United States 
From New Brunswick 

Reports to the Dominnion depart- 
;Ment of fisheries from its inspectors 
in the southwestern New Brunswick 
area tell of the continuation of busi- 
ness in herring scales, which are 
shipped to the United States where 
they are used in producing pearl 
essence which, in turn, is used in 
making artificial _ pearls, knife 
handles, etc. The scale business is 
not very large, although in 1937 it 
amounted to slightly more than $12,- 
500, all of it done--by New Bruns- 
wick fishermen. 

In making pearl.éssence the lus- 
trous particles adhering to the scales 
are removed by a special process and 
held suspended in water. Later, the 
excess water is drawn off and the 
esgénce remains. The lustrous par- 
ticles, by the way, are deposits of 
very thin blade-like crystals of pure 
guanin in the epidermis of the fish. 
The crystals, scientists say, are 
roughly proportionate to the size of 
the fish from which they come; thus, 
the crystals from the sardine her- 
ring are much smaller than those 
from larger fish and make an essence 
of finer quality—Brandon Sun.

Would Ruin Germany

National Prosperity 


Insurance Business In Britain Shows 
Remarkable Gains 

One of the most important gauges 
of national prosperity is insurance 
business, and in this connection it is 
of definite significance to note that 
there was not a single instance 
among the large and moderately 
large insurance companies of Great 
Britain last year in which the divi- 
dends showed any decrease in com- 
parison with the preceding year. As 
a@ matter of fact, two very important 
companies actually increased the 
dividends distributed, and British in- 
surance generally shows an earnings 
record and a financial stability which, 
in the light of present disturbed con- 
ditions of world economics, are re- 
garded as little short of astonishing. 

The volume of new business trans- 
acted by British companies during 
1938 was one billion, 240 million dol- 
lars, slightly below the total of 1937, 
which was a record, but a material 
advance on that for 1936. It is note- 
worthy that the total life insurance 
premiums amounted to $457,500,000, 
which represents an increase of 20 
per cent. during the past decade, and 
the premiums from fire and accident 
insurance were in excess of $525,000,- 
000. 

The British financial market na- 
tureily benefits to a very great de- 
gree from the investment of these 
huge amounts, and the nation’s eco- 
nomic stability is automatically 
strengthened through the constant} 
increase in the number of people tak-| 
ing out insurance policies.

Trans-Canada Planes Travel On A 
Double-Track Route 

Trans-Canada air lines planes must 
fly 1,000 feet higher than the highest 
bit of land over which the machines 
are passing. By insisting on that 
regulation, the pilots know that they 
will have plenty of space to clear 
mountains or hills. 

As the routes are all carefully 
planned, and as the pilots operate 
their planes with the help of the 
radio range beams, they know where 
they are at all times during a flight. 

The planes also travel on what is 
known as the double-track” route. 

Machines going either East or 
North fly at heights of 5,000, 7,000, 
9,000, 11,000 or odd thousands of 
feet. 

Machines going either West or 
South fly at heights of 4,000, 6,000, 
8,000, 10,000 or even thousands of 
feet. 

That means that airplanes travel- 
ling in opposite directions will have 
1,000 feet clearance. It is a safety 
Measure which gives to each ma- 
chine its own track or path through 
the air. 


Cost Considerable Money 


Luxury Streamlined Trains More 
Expensive Than People Imagine 
Apart from the horror of the kill- 

ed and injured in the wreck of the 

Southern Pacific’s crack streamliner

The hand-made paper industry is 
being revived in India. Information 
is being gathered by the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, about methods 
used in India hundreds of years ago. 
Therg is in the Museum a sample of 
hand-made paper from Nepal said to 
last for 1,000 years or more, 

The Kashmir paper industry has 
remained unchanged since its intro- 
duction in the reign of Zain-ul- 
Abdin (1420-1470), who imported 
papermakers from Samarkand, The 
methods, appliances and the product 
have been preserved unaltered be- 
cause of the excellence and ingenuity 
of the original invention.
